1. Recent revelations following the surfacing of the A-11 have 
confirmed in my mind that we should now urge upon Kelly Johnagon 
the immediate abandonment of the mechanism as a means of doing 25X1 
future business in support of OXCART and EARNING. I had lunch 
early last week with[ XI 
and thelr remarks 
simply reminded me of the fact that we were in a danger of continuing 
through inattention 2 mechaniam which, in effect, had been blown 
though not by specific name. 


2. The charges that Kelly had used a commercial subterfuge to 
order materiale were first made in Aviation Week, I believe, and sub- 
sequently picked up by several of the national news magasines, i.e. 
Time and NewsWeek. What I have said does not indicate that I think 
we should momentarily start picking up material in Lockheed's trucks, 
ete., but it might be preferable to cut ourselves away from lest 25X1 


speculation continue about it iavolving OXCART and EARNING. When

this matter,
